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First announced by Prime Minister 
Trudeau on October 9, 1970, Canada’s 
new Department of the Environment 
officially came into being June 11, 
1971, following proclamation of the 
Government Organization Act, 1970. 

Created to amalgamate those 
elements within the federal govern- 
ment already involved in work related 
to the environment and renewable 
resources, the new Department of the 
Environment — also to be known by 
the short-form Environment Canada — 
originates with the former Department 
of Fisheries and Forestry. It is headed 
by the Hon. Jack Davis, who will carry 
the dual ministerial titles of Minister of 
Environment and Minister of Fisheries. 

Added to the Fisheries and Forestry 
elements to make up Environment 
Canada are: 

— the Canadian Meteorological 
Service from the Ministry of 
Transport; 

— the Air Pollution Control Division 
from the Department of National 
Health and Welfare; 

— the Public Health Engineering 
Division from the Department of 
National Health and Welfare; 

— the Water Sector from the Depart- 
ment of Energy, Mines and 
Resources; 

— the Canada Land Inventory from 
the Department of Regional 
Economic Expansion; 

— the Canadian Wildlife Service from 
the Department of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development. 

Responsible for the management of 
the new organization is R.F. Shaw, 
Deputy Minister. 

Reporting to Mr. Shaw are Jean 
Lupien, Senior Assistant Deputy 
Minister; W.E. Armstrong, Assistant 
Deputy Minister, Finance and Admini- 


FOLARPAM stration; and A.T. Davidson, who is 


Assistant Deputy Minister, Policy 
Planning and Research. 

Advice and direction from outside 
the government will be provided 
directly to the Minister and Deputy 
Minister by an Environmental Advisory 
Council, and several councils advisory 
to the resource services. The work of 
these various bodies will be co- 
ordinated by a permanent secretary, 
Dr. R.R. Logie. 

The Environmental Council will be 
selected from public groups and 
organizations, and will include 
prominent Canadians from industry, 
the universities, and the scientific 
community. The Council will consult 
with the Minister on environmental 
matters and the rationalization of long 
and short-term programs. It will also 
assist In the co-ordination of efforts of 
private and public groups toward the 
resolution of environmental problems 
Finally, it is hoped the Council will 
provide a sounding board to consider 
proposed departmental programs, and 
to reflect the impact of departmental 
operations. 

The Advisory Councils to the 
resource services will be created to 
report to the Minister on specific areas 
of responsibility. A Forestry Advisory 
Council was established in 1970 and a 
Fisheries Advisory Council has been 
proposed. More such councils will be 
formed in time to advise on problems 
related to air, water and land resources. 
These advisory bodies wil! propose 
programs, assess impact, and provide 
links with organizations outside the 
government. 

Providing overall co-ordination of 
programs is the Policy Planning and 
Research Service under Mr. Davidson. 
This organization is divided into three 
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co-ordination. 


THE SERVICES 

There are six organizations at the 
Services level of the structure, each 
headed by an Assistant Deputy 
Minister. They include: 

— Fisheries Service, Dr. J.R. Weir, 
— Lands, Forests and Wildlife Service, 

Dr. M.L. Prebble; 

— Water Management Service, L.E. 

Edgeworth; 

— Atmospheric Environment Service, 

J.R.H. Noble; 

— Environmental Protection Service, 

K.C. Lucas; 

— Finance and Administration Service, 

W.E. Armstrong. 

The Fisheries Service wil! be made 
up of the former Fisheries Service of 
the Department of Fisheries and 
Forestry and the Fisheries Research 
Board. The Fisheries Research Board 
will continue to operate and will have 
as its chairman, the Assistant Deputy 
Minister for the new Fisheries Service. 
The bringing together under one head 
of the operational side of the fisheries 
mission with the research operation 
will combine these two inter-dependent 
functions into an effective operational 
element both directly associated with 
the same mission. 

The Lands, Forests and Wildlife 
Service has, as its base, the Forestry 
Service. To this have been added the 
Canadian Wildlife Service, formerly 
with the Department of Indian Affair 
and Northern Development, and the 
Canada Land Inventory, formerly with 
the Department of Regional Economic 
Expansion. The task of this service is 
research, surveys, and consultative 
services to provincial and industry 
groups with respect to manacement 


operations and land-use planning. 





The Water Management Service is 
made up of Water Planning and Opera- 
tions Branch, Marine Sciences Branch 
and Inland Waters Branch, including 
Canada Centre for Inland Waters, 
Burlington, and Bedford Institute of 
Oceanography, transferred from the 
Department of Energy, Mines and 
Resources. |t will continue to have 
responsibility for water management 
in Canada and will develop the means 
to implement major portions of the 
Canada Water Act. 


The Atmospheric Environment 
Service includes the functions already 
carried out by the Canadian Meteorolo- 
gical Service, formerly of the Ministry 
of Transport. 

The service intends to involve itself 
further in research into atmospheric 
processes affecting the environment, 
and the practical application of this 
knowledge. The organization, which 
represents Canada’s interests in world 
meteorological circles, will continue to 
provide weather information and 
related services to other federal 
departments and to the public. 

Another area of interest is the 
gathering of data and information 
concerning ice in navigable waters 
during freeze-up and break-up periods. 
This information is used by shipping 
companies, utilities using hydro- 
electric dams, and flood control 
agencies. 

The Environmental Protection 
Service originated as the Environmental! 
Quality Directorate of the Department 
of Fisheries and Forestry. It now 
includes the Air Pollution Control 
Division and part of the Public Health 
Engineering Division, both transferred 
from the Environmental Health 
Directorate of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare. The 
Service carries responsibility for several 


environmental control functions 
including public health engineering, 
the Clean Air Act, codes and regula- 
tions, Crisis Management, and such 
inspection as is necessary to enforce 
regulations not specifically allocated 
to one of the missions. 


The Finance and Administration 
Service is responsible for all aspects of 
administration across the Department, 
including the functions associated with 
finance, personnel, computer sciences, 
information and publicity, facilities 
planning and emergency measures. 


Minister of Fisheries 
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The unique importance of fisheries 
in the fabric of Canadian industry has 
been recognized by designation of 
Jack Davis as ‘‘Minister of Fisheries of 
Canada” as well as ‘‘Minister of the 
Environment”. 

Historically, the fisheries first 
attracted Europeans to Canadian shores 
and led to permanent settlement. 
Economically and socially, the industry 
is a dominant source of employment 
in coastal and inland lake regions and 
of abundant food supplies for home 
and world markets. In value, Canada’s 
seafood exports are second largest in 
the world. 

Exclusive federal jurisdiction over 
“sea coast and inland fisheries’’ was 
clearly established in the British North 
America Act. Delegation of administra- 
tive authority has been made over the 
years to various provinces, but direct 
federal fisheries management continues 
in five provinces and the Northwest and 
Yukon Territories. 

Federal fisheries administration was 
exercised over half a century by the 
old Department of Marine and 
Fisheries and, for a few years’ interval, 


the Department of Naval Service. A 
Department of Fisheries created in 
1930 was merged in 1968 to form the 
Department of Fisheries and Forestry. 
In the Department of the Environment, 
fisheries responsibilities command 
continuing priority. 

Fisheries Minister Davis emphasizes 
the close links binding the interests of 
the fisheries with the broader aims of 
the Department of the Environment: 

“The biggest single problem the 
fisheries have faced over the years, in 
addition to the depletion of stocks 
through over-fishing, has been the 
effects of pollution. .. From now on | 
expect this problem, if not tackled 
properly, will be problem No. 1. But 
we intend to tackle it and we can do 
so more effectively in the context of 
the Department which is concerned 
with the quality of water and air.”’ 
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Carry on established resource programs 
and services 

Federal responsibilities are manda- 
tory by statutes and historic precedents 
for management and/or research in 
specific resource areas — fisheries, 
water, forestry, migratory birds, wild- 
life — and for atmospheric research and 
weather forecasting. These responsibil- 
ities and services are crucial in the 
interests of the resources themselves 
and of the environment of which they 
are vital elements. 

Continued high levels of performance 
in serving the needs of these resource 
areas will be expected as Environment 
Canada moves to attack the broader 
problems affecting the environment. 
Capability to uphold and improve 
resource mission services must be 
maintained. 


Clean up and control pollution 
Primary emphasis will be given to 
rolling back the more serious instances 
of air, water and land pollution already 

existing, preventing the development 
of new environmental hazards, and to 
developing a capability to respond 
effectively to pollution crises. Specific 
programs will be undertaken to 
implement the proposed Clean Air Act, 
to speed up water quality management 
by means of both controls and in- 
centives, and to ensure the most 
effective use of raw and waste materials. 
Pollution is to be controlled for the 
benefit of man and all other living 
things. 
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Assess and control the environmental 
impact of major development 

The focus here is on major changes 
in land and water use, usually related 
to major industrial enterprises, river 
diversions, the construction of dams, 
the building of oil and gas pipelines, 
etc. Such changes may be the result of 
private initiative or of government 
efforts to accelerate development in 
under-developed regions. The require- 
ment is to ensure that the costs and 
benefits of all consequences to the 
environment are taken into account 
before commitments are made and plans 
completed. Development plans should 
include provision for minimizing 
adverse effects on the environment 
and maximizing beneficial effects. An 
improved mechanism for consultation 
and co-ordination of government 
efforts is needed. 


Initiate long-term environmental 
programs 

A fundamental requirement is to 
gain acceptance for a concept of 
development planning which fully 
recognizes environmental factors. This 
is a truly long-term task to which 
many people and groups will contribute. 
The challenge to the Department is to 
provide leadership and support in 
pursuing this goal. 

In the shorter term, there is an 
urgent need to continue and build 
upon basic and comprehensive studies 
in areas of primary environmental 
concern, e.g. the atmosphere; the 
continental shelves; the Great Lakes, 
the Coastal waters and other water 
bodies that are subject to intensive 
human use; and ecologically vulnerable 
areas in the Arctic and sub-Arctic. 


Environment Minister Jack Davis 
has listed six goals for the newly-created 
Department of the Environment. 


Promote and support international 
environmental initiatives 

Environmental problems ignore 
national boundaries and their solution 
often demands effective international 
cooperation. Just as Canada can afford 
no pollution havens within its borders, 
so in this era of multi-national corpora- 
tions it is in Canada’s interest to work 
toward world standards of pollution 
control. I research and data collection 
international cooperation is essential, 
particularly in respect of air and the 
oceans, and in support of missions 
concerned with fish and migratory 
birds. International cooperation in the 
development of environmental 
technology will be of continuing 
importance. 


Develop an environmental information 
and education program 

Informed public opinion is ultimately 
the most potent instrument for in- 
fluencing the behaviour of individuals, 
organizations and governments, all of 
whom must change their ways if they 
want a cleaner environment. People 
need facts upon which to base 
judgments and action. They will look 
to Environment Canada as a primary 
source of facts about the environment 
and the causes, costs and cures of 
pollution. 

For maximum effectiveness, infor- 
mation programs must provide an 
adequate base for public participation 
in dialogue and decision-making 
relating to the environment.

HON. JACK DAVIS 
Minister 


Mr. Davis was born in Kamloops, British 
Columbia. He graduated from the University 
of B.C. with a Rhodes Scholarship, later 
obtaining degrees from Oxford in Economics 
and Politics. 

In the early 1950’s, Mr. Davis was 
Director of the Economics Branch of the 
Department of Trade and Commerce in 
Ottawa, later serving as senior economist 
with the Royal Commission on Canada’s 
Economic Prospects (Gordon Commission). 

Moving back to British Columbia in 
1957, he became Director of Research and 
Planning with the B.C. Electric Company 
Limited. 

In 1968 Mr. Davis was appointed 
Canada’s Minister of Fisheries and Forestry. 

First elected to Parliament in 1962, Mr. 
Davis has continued to represent the 
constituency of Capilano in the House of 
Commons. His majorities in 1963, 1965 
and 1968 were the highest of any federal 
candidate in Western Canada. 

Mr. Davis is married to the former Anna 
Georgina M. Worthing. His wife and three 
children live in West Vancouver, B.C. 





ROBERT F. SHAW 
Deputy Minister 


Robert Fletcher Shaw was born in 
Montreal, February 16, 1910. He attended 
schools in Montreal, Lethbridge, Calgary, 
Edmonton and Revelstoke, B.C., before 
attending McGill University where he 
graduated as a Civil engineer. 

His first introduction to the construction 
business was a a labourer in 1933 with the 
Foundation Company of Canada Limited. 
Later he held a series of executive positions 
with that company, including posts in its 
construction, marine salvage, shipbuilding 
and engineering branches, and became 
president of the company in 1962. 

For a 20-month period in 1951-52, he 
was on loan to the federal Department of 
Defence Production as vice-president and 
chief engineer of the Crown-owned Defence 
Construction (1951) Limited, and as 
Canadian representative on a North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) engineering 
team for airfield construction. 

In 1963 Mr. Shaw returned to the public 
service as Deputy Commissioner General of 
the Canadian Corporation for the 1967 
World Exhibition (Expo ‘67). 

He was appointed Vice-Principal 
(Administration) of McGill University in 
1968. 

In March 1971 Mr. Shaw became Deputy 
Minister of the expanded Department of 
Fisheries and Forestry. 

In the Centennial year he was made a 
Companion of the Order of Canada. He 
holds honorary degrees of Doctor of Science 
from McMaster University and Doctor of 
Engineering from Nova Scotia Technical 
College. 

He is married to the former Johann 
Alexandra MacInnes, of Toronto. 





JEAN LUPIEN 
Senior Assistant Deputy Minister 


Born in Montreal in June 1922, Jean 
Lupien has been a member of Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation for most 
of his professional life, and for almost the 
life of the Corporation. 

Graduating from the University of 
Ottawa in 1943 as a Bachelor of Arts with 
honours in philosophy, he undertook post- 
graduate studies in political science at 
Ottawa and in law at McGill. As he himself 
puts it, he furthered his studies by working 
as a reporter with the Ottawa newspapers 
Le Droit and The Citizen. 

Following his journalistic experience, 
Mr. Lupien joined CMHC in April 1947, a 
little more than a year after its inception, 
as Chief of the French section of the 
Information Division at Head Office.

In 
July of the following year, when two 
additional Vice-Presidents were appointed 
he was designated the Vice-President member 
of the Board of Directors, of the Executive 
Committee and alternate to the President 

In July 1968, Mr. Lupien was appointed 
Deputy Commissioner-General of the 
Canadian Corporation of the 1967 World 
Exhibition to carry out the winding up of 
the corporation. This responsibility was 
terminated in December 1969. 

Mr. Lupien is married to the former 
Madeleine Richard of Ottawa and they have 
three children, Louise, Pierre and Anne. He 
has established his residence in Hu!!, Quebec. 
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W. EVAN ARMSTRONG 


ADM Finance and Administration 
Service 

W. Evan Armstrong was born in Ottawa, 
and received his Bachelor of Commerce 
degree from Carleton University. Following 
graduation he worked with and held senior 
executive positions with Canadian General 
Electric. In 1960, he joined a national 
Consulting firm as Atlantic Manager and was 
located in Halifax, N.S. 

Mr. Armstrong joined the Public Service 
in April 1965, and at that time was appointed 
Departmental Financial and Management 
Adviser for the Department of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development. In June 1968, 
he was appointed Director of the Northern 
Administration Branch of that Department 
and in November 1968, Director-Operations, 
Social Programs.

Alexander Thomas Davidson, 45, was 
born at Fort William, Ontario. He was 
educated at Queen’s University and the 
University of Toronto, obtaining B.A. and 
M.A. degrees. 

In 1950 he was appointed Chief Planning 
Officer to the Saskatchewan Department of 
Natural Resources, becoming the Assistant 
Deputy Minister of that Department in 
1953. 

In 1959 Mr. Davidson joined the federal 
Government as Chief of the Resources 
Division in the Northern Administration 
Branch of the Department of Northern 
Affairs and National Resources. He remained 
in that position until 1961 when he became 
Director of the Agricultural Rehabilitation 
and Development Act (ARDA) with the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Moving to the Department of Forestry 
and Rural Development in 1964, Mr. 
Davidson retained the Directorship of 
ARDA and also became the Assistant 
Deputy Minister of Rural Development.

Dr. R. Reed Logie, 55, is a native of 
Chatham, N.B. He received his B.A., majoring 
in biology, from the University of New 
Brunswick, and his M.A.from the University of 
Western Ontario. He completed his Ph.D. re- 
quirements at Rutgers University, New Jersey. 

Following five and one-half years’ 
service with the Canadian Army, Dr. Logie 
joined the staff of the Fisheries Research 
Board of Canada and in 1946 was appointed 
Associate Scientist in charge of oyster invest- 
igations at the Ellerslie, P.E.1.

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K.C. LUCAS 


ADM Environmental Protection Service 


K.C. Lucas, 41, was born in Kamloops, 
B.C. He was educated at the University of 
B.C. graduating with the degree of Bachelor 
of Applied Science in Civil Engineering. 

In 1952, he joined the federal Depart- 
ment of Fisheries Pacific Region as a project 
engineer working on fisheries protection and 
hydraulics. In 1957, he became Chief of the 
Applied Research Section which was at that 
time engaged in the study of the protection 
of fish from industrial and major engineering 
developments. During this period he was 
author of a number of papers on both 
hydraulics and fisheries protection.

J.R.H. NOBLE 


ADM Atmospheric Environment Service 


J.R.H. Noble, born in 1911, was educated 
in Ontario schools and graduated from the 
University of Toronto with an honours BA 
degree in 1934. He received his Master’s 
degree from the same university the follow- 
ing year and joined the Meteorological 
Service soon after. In 1937 he was assigned 
to Botwood, Newfoundland, where he was 
one of the forecasters who pioneered in 
providing weather services for trans-Atlantic 
flights. From 1938 to 1940 he helped 
establish and direct the operations of the 
forecast offices at St. Hubert, Quebec, and 
Halifax, N.S. 

In 1940, Mr. Noble moved to Ottawa as 
meteorological advisor to the Chief of the 
Air Staff and Staff Officer (Meteorology) at 
RCAF Headquarters. During the war years 
he also represented the Director of the 
Meteorological Service in matters pertaining 
to the meteorological requirements of the 
Canadian Army and the RCN. 

In 1946, Mr. Noble moved to Toronto 
on his appointment as Chief of Administra- 
tion for the Meteorological Service. In 1959, 
he became Deputy Director of the Service 
in addition to his continuing responsibility 
as Chief of Administration. 

In 1964, Mr. Noble was appointed 
Director of Canada’s national weather 
service. In early 1970 under the re-organiza- 
tion of the Department of Transport he 
became Administrator of the Canadian 
Meteorological Service within the new 
Ministry of Transport. Mr. Noble is the 
Permanent Representative of Canada to the 
World Meteorological Organization. He also 
serves on the Executive Committee of the 
world body. 

Mr. Noble resides in Toronto. He is 
married and has two sons.

DR. MALCOLM L. PREBBLE 
ADM Lands, Forests and Wildlife 


Dr. Prebble was born June 10, 1909, in 
Saint John, New Brunswick. He received 
his B.Sc. from the University of New 
Brunswick in 1930, his M.Sc. from Macdonald 
College (McGill University) in 1932, and his 
Ph.D. from McGill in 1940. 

From 1930 to 1940 — with absences due 
to educational leave — he worked at the 
Fredericton Laboratory of the Department 
of Agriculture’s Division of Entomology, 
with the Forest Insect Investigations Unit. 

From 1940 to 1945 he served as Officer- 
tn-Charge of the Forest Insect Laboratory 
in Victoria, and from 1945 to 1952 he was 
Officer-In-Charge of the Forest Insect 
Laboratory in Sault Ste. Marie. From 1952 
until 1960 he was Director of the Forest 
Biology Division, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. 

In 1960, Dr. Prebble was named Director 
of the Entomology and Pathology Branch 
of the newly-created Department of 
Forestry. In 1965 he was appointed Assistant 
Deputy Minister, Forestry, Department of 
Forestry and Rural Development, and 
became head of the Canadian Forestry 
Service when the Department of Fisheries 
and Forestry was established in 1968. 

Dr. Prebble, the author of numerous 
Papers on forest entomology, is a member 
of the Canadian Institute of Forestry, the 
Entomological Society of Canada, the 
Entomological Society of America, and the 
Association of Registered Professional 
Foresters of New Brunswick. He is married, 
with one son. 


DR. J.R. WEIR 
ADM Fisheries Service 


Born in Wingham, Ontario, John Robert 
Weir received his early education in the 
Province of Ontario, and later obtained 
degrees from the Universities of Toronto 
(B.S.A.), Alberta (M.Sc.) and Minnesota 
(Ph.D.). In May, 1966, Dr. Weir was awarded 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Science by 
the University of Manitoba. 

His graduate studies were in plant 
genetics and plant physiology. He joined the 
Department of Field Husbandry at the 
Ontario Agricultural College in 1940 and 
remained with the Department for twelve 
years (Lecturer to Professor). In 1952 he 
accepted the position of Dean of the 
Faculty of Agriculture and Home Economics 
at the University of Manitoba, leaving there 
in July, 1965, to become Deputy Director 
of the Science Secretariat, Privy Council 
Office, Ottawa. He became Director of the 
Science Secretariat in July 1967. 

In May, 1969, Dr. Weir was appointed 
by the Prime Minister as Adviser to the 
Minister of Fisheries and Forestry on 
renewable resource development and to be 
Chairman of the Fisheries Research Board. 

Dr. Weir is a Pellow of the Agricultural 
Institute of Canada and in 1962 was the 
National President of that Institute. He is 
also a Fellow of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science and of the 
Royal Society of Arts. He was a Director of 
the Manitoba Research Council, the Red 
River Exhibition and the Manitoba Cancer 
Relief and Research Institute. 

Dr. Weir was a Canadian delegate on the 
Organization for Economic Co-operation 
and Development (OECD) Committee on 
Science Policy. He is a Canadian delegate 
on the International Council for the 
Exploration of the Sea (ICES). 

In 1961 he was invited to serve on the 
Royal Commission on Government Organiza- 
tion (Glassco Commission) and spent almost 
the whole of that year on a study of the 
scientific and industrial research activities 
of the Canadian Government. 

Dr. Weir was appointed a member of the 
Science Council of Canada (1969). 

Dr. Weir is married to the former Nora 
Hiscocks of Teeswater, Ontario. They have 
two sons, Robert and John
